ILIBUSTERING AMENITIES. 


During the filibustering on the ship- 
purchasing bill the President and the Dem- 


ocratic Senators who obeyed his commands 
did not escape sharp criticism. 


Senator Root resented attacks upen the. 
obstructive tactics of the Republicans. 


“Members of the minority are engaged in ; 


preserving fundamental principles of rep- 
resentative government,” he declared. “A 
Senator recently said to me that I could 
not afford to engage in a filibuster. Mr. 
President, I cannot flinch from duties placed 
upon me by my oath and my conscience in 
regard to the question which lies before me. 
The majority proposes to take a flying leap 
from the principles of Democracy to state 
socialism. What shall we say of those who 
refuse to learn by their own experience?” 

Reviewing the growth of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at the expense of 
State commissions, the establishment of 
parcel post and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion Senator Root declared that the State 
was becoming naught. 

“The bill is a complete reversal of the 
principles you advocated when the people 
put you into power,” he eontinued. “You 
have no right tc make this reversal—to 
change the policy of our government in this 
vital matter in the dark of the night. You 
ought to come out into the open where all 
of the country, who are vital- 
question of whether our 
government is be a government of na- 
tional Socialism, can express their opinion.” 

Senator Root asserted that a majority of 
the Senate néver had favored the original 
Dill and, if the amended measure finally was 
passed, it would be for the “narrow fleeting 
satisfaction of winning.” That should not 
be accomplished, he asserted, except over 
the protest of the minority side of the 
chamber. 

Senator O’Gorman of New York, one of 
the seven Democrats who co-operated with 
the Republicans in the filibustering, said: 
“The proceedings of this Senate in the last 
week have been a burlesque on constitu- 
tional government. The command came 
from with the walls of the Capitol to 
pass this ov Sharon bill before the ap- 
propriation bills. The situation in which 
the Democratic party now finds itself may 
well excite the anxiety of those who love 
the party. The likelihood of New York 
State remaining in the Democfatic column 
is doubtful. If you would remove the last 
lingering hope of New York remaining Dem- 
ocratic let it be known that in a caucus of 
Senators thirty-two or thirty-five Democrats 
can bind the representative from New York 
State hand and foot.” — 

Concluding, Senator O’Gorman declared 
there would be as much warrant for the 
President sending for the Chief Justice of 
the United States to come to the White 
House to discuss a pending case as to send 
for a Senator to take his orders.

The 
electricity forces the antiseptic metallic 
salt in solution along the track of the 
bullet, since the resistance here is much 
less than that of the unbroken skin. In ten

The méans by which the heat to accom- 
plish this work is to be obtained is a most 
unique feat in electrical engineering. 
trical energy is to be generated by burning 
oil at the coast under the boilers of steam 
lectricity 
over an immense cable to the m 
line crosses the famous nitrate district of 


the Andes, which is an absolute desert, 
_gwept by high winds. The cable must 


therefore be laid over galvanized iron tow- 
ers, which are set eight to the mile and are 
able to withstand a gale of eighty-seven 
miles an hour. 

The company which is installing this 
remarkable plant expects to mine and reduce 
10,000 tons of ore daily and to operate 
twenty-four hours a day.

BOARD TO SAY WHATS WHAT. 

“It shall unlawful for any per- 
son to sell cause or permit to be 
sold any explosives or fireworks, other 
than blank cartridges and fire crack- 
ers, in the city of Los Angeles, -ex- 
cept such as are particularily desig- 
mated by order of the Fire Commis- 
sioners of the city of Los Angeles as. 


“harmiess fireworks.” 


This is the nub of proposed amend- 
ments to the ordinance governing ‘the 
sale of fireworks, which the Public 
Safety Committee of the Council yes- 
terday recommended should be pre- 
pared by the City Attorney. 

The purpose is to definitely define 
what may be sold in the way of fire- 
worka in this city, as at present there 
is confusion on the subject. Dealers 
in these goods desire to conform to 
city ordinances, but they ask that the 
‘Fire Commissioners may pass upon 
what is to be considered harmless. 
Representing the dealers, Attorney 
Ray Nimmo appeared before the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee yesterday to 
urge the adoption of the propased 
amendments. 

Under the proposed ordinance the 
Fire Commission would be vested with 
authority to examine all forms of ex- 
plosives and fireworks and determine 
whether they are or are not harmful 
or likely to cause injury to the public 
if sold for celebration purposes. Per- 


* sons desiring to sell such goods must 


apply to the commission for the privi- 
lege and receive written permits there- 
for. Such permit may be revoked by 
subsequent order of the board.
